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CHAIRMAN’S 
MESSAGE 


LES AVORY 


The last year of this century would 
have to be one of the most disappointing. 
In 1999, due to events beyond its control, 
the Federation had to address several key 
issues which affected the very fabric of 
‘our game in South Australia. In 1995, 
when Stage 1 of the stadium was first 
mooted who could have predicted the challenge we 
are faced with today following: 


© The disbandment of the NRL team Adelaide 
Rams depriving Hindmarsh Stadium of a 
valuable tenancy income, 
The unfortunate demise of Adelaide Sharks 
being placed into liquidation, 
Only one team (Adelaide City Force) 
remaining in the National League becoming 
the only tenant at Hindmarsh Stadium. 
Restricted use of the Stadium for National 
Soccer League matches due to the Stage 2 
Olympic Building Programme. 
The te-allocation of funding from the Office 
of Recreation & Sport, 


The Board has had to address these major time 
consuming issues whilst at the same time operating 
the day to day affairs of the Federation. This has 
not been an easy task. In this regard I extend my 
appreciation to my Board of Commissioners and 
Clubs for their understanding and support during 
this testing period. 


The demise of the Adelaide Sharks had a most 
significant impact on the Federation. Not only did 
the Federation suffer a large immediate financial 
loss, but the ramifications of having only one team 
in the National League critically reduced the income 
budgeted from Corporate facilities and Seats. 


The costs of running Hindmarsh Stadium with 
only one team will place an added financial burden 
on the Federation. 


With this in mind, we are currently in 
negotiation with the Government in relation to 
Leasing/Management issues. The Board will examine 
the risks, consider what it believes best for the 
Federation and recommend accordingly to the 
Council of Clubs. 


It is imperative and a priority of this 
Federation to do all it can to ensure that 
Adelaide will win back a second position 
in the National Soccer League as quickly 
as possible, At the time of writing, a Due 
Diligence committee has been formed and 
completed a Information Memorandum and 

Financial Analysis for presentation to potential 

Investors, 


It is clear that the development of Major League 
Sports can no longer depend on the generic income 
derived from traditional sponsorships, affiliation 
fees and grants. These streams supply a small 
percentage of net turnover, We must and will be 
looking further afield to broaden our financial base, 
being more commercial, inventive and aggressive in 
our approach to obtaining additional funds to 
support the sport/stadium to gain additional 
‘income. 


With the completion of a “Stage Two” of 
Hindmarsh Stadium we were immediately able to 
provide some International matches and Training 
Camps. 


In January we hosted the Four Nations 
Tournament (Australia, Korea, Nigeria and Egypt) 
over a period of ten days. We also hosted a leg of 
the Women’s Australia Cup during this time. 


We have established an important relationship 
with Japanese Football and in February this year, 
alone we have hosted THREE Japanese J-League 
teams for training camps which has enhanced our 
reputation as a leader in this Business Development. 


It's worthy of note that in these two exercises 
alone we have provided the City with over 3,500 
bed nights - adding to the overall Economic Benefit 
for the State, 


Tn our role as Stadium Managers, we will be 
exploring external business opportunities for events 
at Hindmarsh Stadium not restricting ourselves just 
to Soccer for income, 


Our short term energies for 2000 will be put to 
winning as many Pre-Olympic events as is possible 
through Training Camps and International Matches. 
This period is unique and must be capitalized upon. 
These will not only ensure an exciting year 2000 but 
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help develop a solid foundation for the future 
leaving a legacy for our Federation by building 
lasting international relationships via our sport, our 
world class stadium and reputation for event 
tnanagement. 


Our Budget for 2000 also addresses the re- 
allocation of funds derived from the Office of 
Recreation and Sport. As reported, funds 
traditionally paid to Clubs in the form of prize 
money are no longer available, again highlighting 
the importance that we adjust to becoming more 
commercial and aggressive in obtaining replacement 
Tncome from ‘ nor-traditional’ sources. 


On a much brighter note, we are all very proud 
of the five young South Australians who represented 
‘their Country so proudly in the recent FIFA under 17 
World Youth Championships in New Zealand ~ 
coming a whisker, the last kick in fact, from winning 
Australia’s first world championship. 


Congratulations to Louis Brain, Aaron Goulding, 
Lucas Pantelis, Iain Fyfe and Matthew Milosevic. We 
salute you, your efforts and skill and look forward to 
seeing you develop into first class players 
fepresenting Australia in a senior World Cup in the 
future. No longer boys, these proud young men are 
local home grown products of Federation Clubs, who 
have come through Coaching and Development 
programs, State Teams and the SASI squad - again 
demonstrating the commitment of the Federation to 
the Development of our game and South Australia, 


At a National level the game continues to grow 
under the leadership of Chairman Basil Scarsella. In 
Basil's short term as Chairman he has revitalized the 
game. His significant strategic improvements see 
Soccer Australia operating from a position of 
strength across the board. The various Presidents 
and Chairmen of the States have been meeting 
regularly drawing up working documents for the 
SPIC Plan which when implemented will have 
tremendous benefits and financial returns for all 
Federations. Basil's initiatives in this regard will see 


Soccer as a leader in Sports Administration in 
Australia. 

These initiatives include the following: 

* National Registration Scheme. 

© National Insurance Scheme. 


© Introduction of a 2nd Division National 
League. 

My congratulations to Cumberland United on 
their Premier League championship victory and to 
Port Adelaide Lion on being minor premiers. 
Adelaide City displayed their class in the State 
League, although credit must go to the North 
Eastern MetroStars, who won promotion to the 
Premier League. An outstanding achievement in 
their first year in the competition. 

Congratulations also to West Adelaide on 
winning the West End Federation Cup competition in 
what was a highlight in an emotional, difficult year 
for the Club.

MANAGER’S 
REPORT 


TONY FARRUGIA 


Welcome to the 2000 Smoke Free 
Premier and State League Competitions - 
we wish all teams competing every best 
wish for the exciting Season ahead. 


What an exciting start to the 2000 
Soccer year when in early January, the 
Federation successfully hosted the 
International Four Nations Tournament over four 
days involving some of the best players from around 
the world. We saw the LG Australia Under 23s take 
‘on current Olympic Gold Medallist, Nigeria, and 
promising Olympic medallists, Korea and Egypt, with 
Korea outplaying Australia and winning the overall 
Tournament. 


At the same time, the recently ’ unveiled’ 
Australia Matildas played the current World Cup 
Holders, USA, in the last round of the Australia Cup 
series, also featuring Sweden and the Czech 
Republic. 

This proves that with a completed Stadium, we 
are now in a position to place bids to host major 
international events. 


The past twelve months proved to be the most 
difficult of times since my involvement with the 
Soccer Federation. Singularly, from an administrative 
point of view, the demise of the Adelaide Sharks 
into liquidation had its cataputting effects on the 
Federation, its finances, competitions and 
management of the Hindmarsh Soccer Stadium. It 
left us with one team in the National Soccer League 
playing out of a world class Stadium which had just 
been totally refurbished. 

The Board, as a priority, is addressing this 
situation and has taken certain steps to do all that 
is possible to ensure that Adelaide regains its 
second berth in the National Soccer League 
Competition in the Year 2001. 

Planning for the Olympic Football Tournament in 
September 2000 is well underway. My appointment 
as Competitions Manager for the Event is certainly 
going to keep me busy during this Season, however 
with the assistance of Technical Operations Manager, 
Denis Harlow, I am sure that Adelaide will once 
again be proud of the product we shall produce. 

With the redevelopment of Hindmarsh will come 
the attraction of major international events. We are 


looking to expand our international market 
and are aware of our obligation to this 
investment to do so. At the time of 


writing this Report, we have three major J 

League Teams training in Adelaide - Verdy 

Kawasaki, Consadole Sapporo and 

SanFrecce Hiroshima. We are also holding 
discussions with teams qualifying for the Olympic 
Games to hold pre Olympic Training Camps in 
Adelaide. 


It is pleasing to report that some progress has 
been made with regard to the unification of the 
Sport through the establishment of ‘Soccer SA. 
Agreement has been reached on marketing issues 
which will see a unification of all sections of the 
Sport getting behind endorsed sponsorships. 


Last year the Federation invited three new Clubs 
‘into its Competitions - North Eastern MetroStars, 
Panthers Soccer Club and Northern Demons. Each 
and every one of these Clubs performed creditably 
and professionally as required by Federation 
standards. In particular we congratulate North 
Eastern MetroStars on winning promotion to the 
Premier League in its first year of Competition. 

Once again our Premier and State League 
Competitions were of an exceptionally high standard 
culminating with the Mutual Community Top 5 Series 
at Hindmarsh Soccer Stadium. 

Those who attended the Grand Final would well 
remember the fabulous atmosphere of almost 9,000 
fans, the colourful entertainment and the fantastic 
standard of competition between two of the 
traditional rival Clubs of the Federation. 
Congratulations Cumberland United Foxes on 
winning the League Championship and to Adelaide 
City in the State League effecting the double of 
Champions and Premiers. 

The Federation Cup was this year played at the 
conclusion of the Smoke Free Premier and State 
League Seasons. We welcomed West End as the 
naming rights Sponsor of the oldest of Federation 
Competitions and congratulate West Adelaide on 
winning this much sought after title over Elizabeth 
City. 

‘And talking of history who could forget that 
fabulous 1999 Player of the Year evening which 
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crowned three great players with the Serg Melta 
Medal. Congratulations Les Matiscsak, Tony Scalzi 
and John Fontanarosa. 


As a result of recommendations made in the 
Harlow Report into Junior Coaching and 
Development, the Board appointed five Regional and 
two Area Coaches.

Under the leadership of Basil Scarsella, our peak 
body, Soccer Australia, has taken many steps 
forward in all areas nonetheless financially, where in 
a short twelve months and through a lot of hard 
work, the organisation is financially sound. 


It is with regret that Joan Hall resigned her 
position as Ambassador for Soccer SA late in the 
year, To Joan I would add my personal thanks for 
your great support during your reign as Ambassador 
and we look forward to your continued dedication to 
our Sport in the future.

It’s almost sounding like a broken record to 
say that Adelaide City made the National 
Soccer League finals again in season 
1998/99, 


But with seven minutes of play remaining in 
the minor round, City were stranded in 
seventh place and only the top six would 
progress to the playoffs, City needed to defeat last-round opponents - the 
sixth-placed Sydney Olympic - and the visitors were content with the nil-all 
scoreline after 83 minutes. But then it all changed - after successfully 
marshalling the defence so far, Alex Tobin crept up to head in the goal which 
landed City into their tenth successive finals series, 


Adelaide City had started the 1998/99 season slowly, with losses against Perth 
Glory and Carlton in their first two games. By mid-season the club were mid- 
table, and generally hovered between third and sixth for the rest of the 
season. After being quickly knocked out of the finals by the Glory, the last- 
round victory against Olympic ended up being the highlight of a fruitful yet, 
paradoxically, disappointing NSL season. By nature a club which has won so 
much in the past will not be satisfied with anything less than the major title, 


But in contemplating the 1998/99 season there were several special moments 
to heed - achievements and occasions which typify Adelaide City and the 
superiorly and stability it represents, 


Captain Tobin played his 400th NSL game for the club - making him only the 
third NSL player to have reached the 400 game milestone, Damian Mori scored 
his 100th Adelaide City goal - the only player to make a century of goals for 


one club. Playing in his fifth full season for the club Jason Petkovic kept goals : 


in 151 consecutive NSL games. And Louis Brain became the youngest ever 
Adelaide City goalscorer when he netted on debut against Brishane two 
months short of his 17th birthday. 1998/99 also featured the NSL debut of 
local youngster David Terminello, the retum of Carlo Talladira, and the 
introduction of popular Korean import Dong Ki Kim, 


Meanwhile at the helm, Zoran Matic coached his 300th Adelaide City game - 
yet another all-time NSL record. 


Representative commitments for Adelaide City players continued throughout 
1998/99. Tobin, Mori and Petkovic were all called up against World Cup 
participants USA in November. Later in the season, Terminello and goalkeeper 
Anthony Breadon travelled with the Young Socceroos to the World Youth Cup 
finals in Malaysia, while Travis Dodd competed in the Cup's lead-up games. 
And in the Oceania Under 17 qualifers Louis Brain quickly established himself 
as an integral member of the Joeys team which went all the way to the 1999 
championship final against Brazil.

1998/99 


This year will go down as the most 
successful since the beginning of the 
program in 1984, With record numbers in AIS 
and National squads, South Australia 
continues to be recognized at all levels of 
the game, 

On the Intemational scene, the year 
started well with David Terminello and 
‘Anthony Breaden representing Australia at the Under 20 
World Cup in Nigeria. Travis Dodd was unlucky to miss 
selection after injury forced him out of contention. The 
Finals proved to be an eye opening experience for the 
team as the competition was held in extreme heat and 
primitive conditions. Australia bowed out of the 
competition at the group stage and returned home with 
many stories of their stay in Nigeria. 

The under 17’s (Joeys) started the year with 
qualifiers in Fiji and easily won the competition. South 
Australia was represented by six SASI players, Matthew 
Milosevic, Lucas Pantelis, Louis Brain, Aaron Goulding, 
Iain Fyfe and Mimi Saric played in the tournament. 
Mimi Saric’s inclusion was particularly meritorious as he 
made the squad despite being one year younger than 
the rest of the group. 

The next step was a two-legged qualifier against 
Bahrain, and Australia won through with a 2-1 win in 
Canberra followed by a 1-0 victory in Bahrain: Louis 
Brain scored the vital goal in the away leg. When the 
final camp was:held, Paul Karittevlis joined the group 
but along with Mimi Saric was unlucky to miss final 
selection for the World Cup in New Zealand. Paul 
sustained an injury which required surgery and was 
forced out of contention, while Mimi's youth was a 
telling factor, although the experience he gained was 
invaluable, 

At the World Cup Australia proved once again that 
at junior level it can match anyone in the World. The 
\Jozys produced an outstanding effort. It is history now 
that they reached the final of the competition only to 
lose in the cruellest way, the dreaded penalty shoot 
out, For a soccer player there can be no higher 
achievement than to play in a world cup final and for 
our five boys it was a dream come true. Not only have 
they done their families and friends proud - but the 
whole of South Australia - and they will be used as a 
source of inspiration for the young players of this state 
for years to come, 

Following the National Youth Championships in 
Canberra during October, the 2000 AIS squad was 
announced from the under 16 age group. SASI provided

three players for the intake, Mimi Saric, Niall 
Fay and Andrew Carman were all offered 
scholarships. This follows outstanding success 
with the 1999 AIS squad when four SAST 
players won scholarships - Lucas Pantelis, 
Liam Reddy, Elias Demourtzidis and Mark 
Graham were the players. 

A camp was also held for the under 15 
group, as these boys will form the nucleus of the 2001 
Joeys campaign. Six SASL members were named in the 
thirty players who attended the five day camp with 
youth coach Les Scheinflug - Fred Agius, Mario Karlovic, 
Russell Waller, Adam Van Dommele, Terry Smith and Tom 
Radford were selected. 

On the domestic front SASI continued to perform 
well, The team operated with an average age of fifteen 
years and nine months, the youngest squad so fat.

SASI players were again the target of overseas clubs 
with several players approached. Currently Terry Smith 
and Andrew Carman are at Everton, Niall Fay with Leeds 
and Scott Tunbridge with Hartlepool.

For a number of years the game of Futsal was 
only played by Senior players. This year the Futsal 
SA Committee, which is made up of Arthur DiFede, 
Ray Grima, Tony LaScala and Sid Stringer, have 
concentrated on attracting Junior players to this 
great game and in November, after two Come N’ Try 
Days, a Junior Under 12 Futsal competition 
commenced with 5 teams. The games were played at 
the Campbelltown Sports Indoor Complex on 
Saturday afternoon and proved to be very popular 
with the younger players. It is intended to start 
competitions for all junior age groups and ladies in 
the near future. 

The only true game of Futsal in South Australia 
is played at the Campbelltown Sports Indoor 
Complex on Wednesday nights and at the Magill 
University Campus on Tuesday nights. There are 
others trying to imitate the game in other centres, 
but the rules are very different to the real Futsal 
which is played nationally and internationally. 

The Futsal game is officiated by two Referees. 
who are both licensed Futsal referees and registered 
with the Australian National Futsal Referees Board. 
In South Australia we currently have five licensed 
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Futsal Referees and all have offficiated at the 
National Futsal Championships in Canberra. These 
Referees have excelled at the Nationals for the last 
five years and have been appointed to Semi Finals 
and Final Matches of the Men’s State and Club 
Competitions every year which is a great 
achievement. 

The referees which deserve mention for their 
hard work at these championships are: Tops Miletic, 
Raymond Grima, Yuri Seglins, John Greco and 
Anthony’ Grima: Anthony, the youngest of all the 
referees at just 15 years old, was awarded the most 
consistent young Refetee at the National 
Championships in 1999, which is another great 
achievement for the SA Futsal Referees.

In 1999 SAWSA can be proud to say that it has 
permanent office at the home of soccer, the South 
Australian Soccer Federation (SASF) and employs 
two people, one full-time and one part-time, SAWSA 
js recognised by other soccer associations around 
Australia as a leader in the administration and 
development of women’s soccer.

This year finally saw the South 
Australian Sports Institute (SAST) team, the Buffalo 
Pirates, reap the rewards it truly deserved when it 
won the Ansett Australia Summer Series. South 
‘Australia has competed in every final of the 
National League since its inception, an indication 
the contribution that this program has made to the 
development of women’s soccer in South Australia. 

Tt would be remiss of me not to acknowledge th 
following players for their achievements during 
1999. Diane Alagich, Sharon Black and Kristyn 
Swaffer were all selected in the Australian team to 
compete in the Women’s World Cup ‘in the USA. 
Jessica Halfpenny, Kimberley Morris, Anna Ruotolo 
and Natalie Thomas were selected in the Australian 
Youth team to compete in the Nordic Cup in 
Tceland. 

The World Cup and the Nordic Cup certainly 
opened my eyes to women’s soccer overseas. At the 
World Cup, I attended all of ‘Australia’s World Cup 
Group games. Although the results were not what 
had been expected, to attend games that consisted 
of crowds ranging from 20,000 - 30,000 and to see 
many of the spectators wearing women's soccer 
merchandise supporting local and overseas teams, 
was certainly inspiring. Could you imagine being at 
the final, 95,000 spectators to see a women’s socce| 
game! 

‘At the Nordic Cup I witnessed the best youth 
players in the World, The talent that was on display 
was breathtaking but at the same time disconcertint 
from an Australian point of view. Many of the other 


Tt is at this time of the year that we are able to 
reflect on the year that has passed and also took 
forward towards the New Year with a greater amount. 
of vigor and determination. As we enter the Year 
2000 the challenges are set before us, the ever 
increasing challenge to maintain the growth of 
women's soccer and also the need to further 
strengthen and stabilise our clubs. 

‘As we enter the new millennium, it is important 
to consider the achievements that we have made as 
an association. As 1 enter my seventh year as an 
employee with SAWSA, I have witnessed an 
enormous amount of progress within SAWSA, 
administratively and also with the overall 
development of the sport. 

The number of players entering soccer continues 
to grow each year and this is not only reflected in 
the number of players participating at club level. 
The number of girls playing at school level is 
dramatically increasing each year. In 1994, girl's 
soccer was introduced into the Primary School 
District Competition with four teams. In 1999 this 
had grown to twenty teams. This type of statistic is 
reflected at all levels of school soccer. 

With soccer becoming recognised as a legitimate 
sport for girls, the task before SAWSA and its clubs 
jg to develop stronger links with the schools. These 
links will ensure that a greater number of girls are 
aware of the opportunities that exist outside of 
school soccer. Those clubs that take up this 
challenge will no doubt reap the rewards, ensuring 
that players continue to progress through their club, 
which will assist to develop stronger and more 
stable clubs. 

The SAWSA clubs should be congratulated for the 
progress that they too have made over recent times. 
Many of the clubs have identified the need to 
develop and implement administration policies to 
ensure that their club not only survives but also 
grows as a sporting club. 

In 1999 SAWSA conducted several Professional, 
Development seminars for SAWSA clubs. These 
seminars, along with additional information supplied 
by SAWSA, were provided to assist clubs to develop 
policies and procedures for their clubs, SAWSA will 
continue to work with clubs to further develop these 
areas in the Year 2000. The strength of SAWSA lies

These predictions came to 
fruition with Adelaide City 
winning the Premier 
Division and Modbury 
coming runners-up. These 
tables were turned in the 
Bailetti Cup final when 
Modbury defeated Adelaide 
City. 

Congratulations to Lia Augimeri and Kristy Moore 
from Adelaide City, who were joint winners of the 
Referees Choice Award and Highest Goalscorer in the 
Premier Division. Lia proved that her win in 1998 
was truly deserved. 

To all of the players and officials who 
participated in the SAWSA Leagues, you are the 
strength behind SAWSA. Regardless of how your 
team performed during 1999, the contribution that 
you make to SAWSA should never be underestimated. 
Winning should not be the final result, competing 
and enjoying this truly wonderful sport are valid 
reasons for competing.

OVERVIEW 


‘Adelaide City Force is the only South Australian 
representative in the NSL in season 1999/2000 due 
to the demise of the Adelaide Sharks and they have 
carried the flag and hopes of this State. 

The Force kicked off its pre-season with the 
announcement of a new Chief Executive Officer, Ned 
Coten, and with it the anticipation of a brand new 
direction. 

Coten got the ball rolling in August and 
announced the Club would change its name from 
Adelaide City Zebras to Adelaide Force, including a 
brand new logo and would change its strip from 
traditional black and white stripes to one 
incorporating blue and orange, 

The re-launch of the Club was met with 
enthusiasm at Parafield Airport and the season 
ahead appeared to be heading in the right direction, 
with the right mix to attract a broader base. 

Friday night appeared to be the night South 
Australians wanted to see top class soccer and when 
the players walked through the tunnel and onto the 
glorious Hindmarsh Stadium pitch against 
Parramatta Power in its first home match, one of its 
best opening crowds of 6,382 witnessed its first 
victory. 

Indications suggested that this was the start of 
the resurgence, and crowds would be on the 
jncrease, but the Force's on-field performance for 
the start of the season left a lot to be desired and 
it was left languishing at the bottom of the table in 
rounds 11 and 12, 

Coach Zoran Matic signed Brazilian import Igor 
Rodriguez and Scottish import Derek Ferguson, and 
both arrived with high credentials and it sparked 
enthusiasm, but they soon departed the country 
within a fortnight of arriving, in secretive 
circumstances. 

With the shock retirement of stellar sweeper 
Milan Ivanovic in round two, the Force's premiership 
hopes looked grim. 

‘A new look defence was taking shape and the off 
season signings of Olyroo Ivan Zelic, Aurelio Vidmar 
and the unknown Matt Kemp was enough to suggest 
that depth was not lacking. 

Incredibly, with the season in progress, the Force 
were still searching for a replacement goalkeeper for 
Socceroo, Jason Petkovic, who made it clear at the 
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end of the 1999 season that he wouldn't be coming 
back to Adelaide. 

White City Warriors” young ‘keeper Jonathon 
Lihou was signed as a back up to Youth Socceroo 
Anthony Breaden, who was acrimoniously dumped 
| from the Force’s squad after two rounds. 

The Force then named another goalkeeper, 
signing Vilson Knezevic, who joined the Club from 
Canberra Cosmos and he became the number one 
custodian. 

Matic continued to search the world to bolster 
his squad and Italian import Claudio Pelosi entered 
the fray as an outright'striker and Serbian import 
‘tila Hornjik arrived just before Christmas to 
complete the jigsaw puzzle. 

‘At that stage of the season the Force appeared 
to be heading for its worst ever season and it 
slumped to the bottom of the table in the 
beginning of December. 

Tts woes were compounded in the second week 
of December when Coten announced his shock 
resignation, which came in the wake of a members’ 
meeting that vetoed the proposed changes. 

The Club's members voted to keep its black and 
white stripes and added City back into its official 
title, 

Tt was a tough test of character for the Club and 
Matic lamented his squad’s unacceptable 
performances, while the Club's administration was 
faced with the challenge of getting confidence in 
the support and corporate market. 

While the Force has been drawn to attract a 
larger supporter base and move away from its 
Ttalian origins, they have been seen with the rich

‘And pre-match entertainment includes the old

| The year 2000 dawned, and the Force's displays 

suggested that they are on the comeback trail and 
with the squad now settled, the top six, which was 
a remote possibility in December, is now a distinct 
reality.

Tt’s now up to the Force to continue the climb 
and see whether it is good enough to make it 
twelve consecutive finals campaigns in a row. The 
riddle will be answered in round 34. 

Here's a brief run down of the other NSL clubs 
and the chances for the premiership. 

Brisbane Strikers ~ Bolted from the blocks and 
headed the table early in the season but coach John 
Kosmina knows that a lack of depth could cost his 
side dearly, The Strikers have sadly missed goal- 
scoring hero Paul Foster through long term injury, 
compounded with its poor performances away from 
home. 

Canberra Cosmos - The capital's side 
commenced the season with a flourish by 
demolishing the Force 3-0, and even led the 
premiership after two rounds, but it has dropped to 
where it has always expected to be, and that is at 
the wrong end of the table. A huge cash injection is 
need to recharge the club and pethaps some GST to 
the Cosmos would not go astray. 


Carlton - Carlton disassociated itself from the 
Carlton AFL club and moved its home games to 
Olympic Park, but the Melbourne public has ignored 
the move and the Blues continue to find other ways 
of making income. Carlton has a side worthy of the 
top six and perhaps even taking our its first 
premiership. 

Football Kingz FC - New Zealand's first venture 
into the NSL has seen the Kingz perform creditably 
on the park, but it has the undesirable problem of a 
lack of cash flow, which has largely unsettled the 
club. It’s a problem that could harm the chances of 
making a serious dent in the title challenge. 

Gippsland Falcons — The Falcons have failed to 
grow in stature and are following the same pattern 
of the region, which has been decimated with 
industry leaving the valley. Tipped as one of the 
clubs to get the chop in the new NSL season the 
Falcons squad will be playing for pride and new 
contracts with other clubs. Not expected to make a 
top six challenge. 

Marconi Stallions - The Stallions have changed 
three coaches in three seasons and Eddie Krncevic is 


Aurelio Vidmar once again in control. 
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expected to lead the Stallions into top six reckoning 
and perhaps all the way. The Stallions have a 
powerful squad, but have been punished for lapses 
in concentration in defence, a weakness that has 
plagued the club for many seasons. 

Melbourne Knights - The Knights have fallen 
heavily from grace and could be another proud club 
that might lose its spot in the NSL after being 
beleaguered with financial difficulties. Even so, the 
Knights always manage to produce outstanding 
talent with export Mark Viduka scoring regularly 
with Celtic in Scotland, testimony to its proud youth 
policy. 

Newcastle Breakers - The Breakers have been 
rewarded for all their hard work in the past and 
refreshed the face of the NSL with a serious shot at 
the top six, Solid in defence, the Breakers’ 
weaknesses lie in its inept ability to bury 
opponents. Its lack of confidence in taking the 
game to opponents away could be a costly factor. 

Northern Spirit - The Spirit have suffered 
second year blues which has been forthcoming 
considering the recent history of the newest NSL 
clubs Carlton and Perth Glory. Coach Graham Arnold 
has lamented his club's lack of discipline in set 
pieces and the Spirit has given away far too many 
goals to be in contention for a shot at the title. 
‘Arnold will no doubt clean out the cupboards in the 
off season and many of the “star” players may find 
themselves on the outer. 

Parramatta Power ~ David Mitchell missed out 
‘on the Socceroo job but was handed the lucrative 
position of making new club, the Power, a viable 
entity, The Power signed the bulk of Sydney United's 
grand final squad and struggled to get its 
momentum going early in the season. Mitchell has 
quietly sorted out his problems and the Power need 
to string consecutive victories together to make 
some sort of statement in its first season. 

Perth Glory - The Glory have to date played its 
best soccer in its short history and its position on 
the ladder suggests that it might surprise the NSL 
and take a grand final berth at home. Would there 
be a stadium big enough? Bernd Stange is an astute 
coach and knows the premiership is not a race but a 
marathon and Perth’s parochial supporters are 
patiently waiting for the big prize. 

South Melbourne ~ Back to back Premiers, 
South Melbourne created history by being the first 
lub from the Oceania region to play in the 
inaugural FIFA World Club championship and by no 
means disgraced itself against giants Manchester 
United, Nexaca and runner up Vasco da Gama, The 
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FIFA championship has distracted South from the 
NSL, and it will need to be at its best to qualify for 
the top six, let alone the title. 

Sydney Olympic ~ Coach Branko Culina must be 
happy in the manner that Olympic punishes sides in 
emphatic fashion. Pablo Cardozo’s performance in 
front of goal has seen him gain a Socceroo shirt for 
the first time and his goalscoring feats are superb. 
Olympic in the past has faltered at the final hurdle 
and Culina’s popsition will be judged on its finish. 

sydney United ~ United has lost the bulk of its 
squad to Parramatta Power and has struggled in all 
departments this season. It will take a monumental 
effort to resurrect United and this season could be 
its last in the NSL. 

Wollongong Wolves - The Wolves has surprised 
many with its performances and its standing at the 
fight end of the table. Coach Nick Theodorakopoulos 
has managed to blend a squad of fighters into one 
of the league's best attacking units. The Wolves are 
holding the regional flag high and are poised to 
create NSL history.

The last premier league grand final of the 20th 
century climaxed when 8732 fans packed into the 
half completed and revamped Hindmarsh Stadium to 
witness a spectacular feast of pre-match 
entertainment before the big match. 

On a mild spring September night, Friday the 
10th, will go down in history as the Cumbertand 
Foxes fought hard for their first premiership in 
twenty-one years when they defeated minor premier 
Port Lion Pirates 1-0, in a gripping encounter. 

Foxes’ emphatic defender Les Matiscak, powered 
a headed goal into the back of the net in the 34th 
minute to take the prize back to Bailey Reserve. The 
Pirates valiantly tried to get back into the grand 
final, but poor finishing and stout Foxes defending 
kept the boys from the docks away from the trophy. 

The Foxes’ rise from State League obscurity in 
41998 to premier league champion is testimony to

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long serving coach and clubman David Leane, In its 
first premier league season in 1988, the Foxes 
pushed the league’s favourites and failed to make 
the top 5 by one solitary point. 

Leane realised he needed an injection of the 
right personnel to bolster his squad and good old 
fashioned hard work. The Foxes kicked off in 1999, 
making a huge impact with grit and determination 
and frustrating impatient ball playing sides by 
soaking up pressure in defence then counter 
punching with alarming speed. Although the Foxes 
lacked the spark and quality of attacking sides, they 
proved to be the most congruous performers 
‘throughout the season. 

The Foxes led the minor-premiership for a total 
of eleven weeks and were piped at the post by the 
fast finishing Pirates, who snuck in the top 5 
through the back door in round 19 and grabbed the 


jberland United. 
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minor-prize in the last minor-round. 

Port's coach Mike Barnett, thought long and hard 
about his first season in charge in 1998 and decided 
to take a tough stance and applied pressure on his 
charges in 1999. The Pirates introduced new faces 
and the new blend of players took more than 5 
weeks of premier league action to adjust to what 
was required. 

Early in the season, the Pirates were staring 
down the barrel of relegation, but as with most 
sporting clubs built around docklands, once the 
foghorn was sounded and the motor cranked up, 
there was no stopping them. 

Southern Stars loan player Peter Mihalopoulos 
was a revelation in attack and the clever finishing 
of Dino Sordillo and tireless midfielders Leo Maio 
and Bill Misailidis ably supported him. 

Raiders rose from 10th position in 1998 and 
bowed out of the title race in the preliminary final 
when they lost 1-3 to the Pirates. Coach Rocky 
Aloisi built a solid outfit who occasionally appeared 
to be unstoppable. The wheels fell off for the 
Raiders when the pressure was on and they 
demonstrated inconsistency that proved to be costly 
to their title hopes. 

Mark Brazzale, Bill Katapetis and Jamie Perin ted 
the midfield early in the season until Perin decided 
to call it a day due to work commitments. By 
Raiders’ standards the season might have been 
disappointing but they have blooded youngsters 
who have developed as first team regulars including 
Stanko Zitic, Michael Keens and goalkeeper Marijan 
Kolar.

Greg Kalinovic was thrust into the coaching hot 
seat at Campbelltown Red Devils after the sacking of 
Chris Manolev pre-season. Manolev’s sacking was @ 
case of history repeating itself after he was given 
his marching orders in similar circumstances at 
White City in 1996. 

The Red Devils kicked off their season with 
indifferent form, being worldbeaters one week, then 
falling apart at the seams the next. Kalinovic settled 
his squad midway through the year, introducing 
untried youngsters who had been a part of the Red 
Devils’ highly successful underage teams. 

Finals time was testing for Campbelltown and 
after a marathon qualifying final loss to Cumberland 
on penalties, they were forced to meet Raiders in 
the first semi-final. After two crucial send-offs, the 
Red Devils yet again crumbled in extra-time 1-2 and 
their season ended in tatters. 

Since the inception of the premier league in 
1994 the Red Devils have only missed one finals 
campaign. The killer instinct seems to be lacking 
and it’s a problem that Kalinovic needs to rectify in 
2000. 

Elizabeth City Rams coach Alby Kidd flew the 
flag high for the state's northern clubs as his side 
made its way to their very first premier league finals 
campaign. The Rams headed the top of the ladder in 
May and a lack of experienced depth saw them fail 
to sustain the rise. 

Kidd's Rams performed admirably in the 
elimination final 1-2 loss to the Raiders and have a 
good crop of youngsters coming through the ranks. 
Goalkeeper Ben Moore, Neil Childs, coupled with the 
experience of captain Andy Thomson and Scott 
Wilson make up a good foundation for the club to 
build itself upon. 

WT Birkalla the reigning 1998 premiers fell 
heavily from grace and finished 6th, being 5 points 
away from Elizabeth. Coach Charley Villani had his 
problems in maintaining a stable eleven and the 
loss of 1998 Sergio Melta medal winner Lachlan 
Campbell, with a long term injury, proved costly for 
the Camden club. 

Birkalla commenced the season with a flourish 
and stamped their authority early, leading the table 
after 4 rounds but soon stumbled into obstacles 
that saw them fall off the perch with injuries and 
suspensions. Villani, being a realist suggested in 
April that his side’s lack of depth could determine 
their undoing. He was right. 

Jan Kierno departed from the Croydon Kings at 
the end of the season citing differences with the 
board of management as unworkable for his future 
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involvement. Kierno rang the warning bells mid- 
season when he quit for a week before being re- 
instated, 

Croydon’s off field woes took its toll on the 
talented squad with its latter season form 
disappointing, The Kings self destructed too often, 
after they commanded many matches only to drop 
points with concentration lapses. Stalwarts Shane 
Porter and Rick Piotrowski can hold their heads high 
for the Kings, having stellar seasons. 

Norman Lees coached White City for the first 
time this season and the Warriors managed to grab 
all the headlines early in the season, but were 
unable to maintain the form which saw them hold 
onto top spot, which they held in round 13. 

Alarmingly the Warriors only managed to grab six 
more points for the rest of the season taking their 
tally to 32, with their second half season slump 
detrimental to their top 5 hopes. Lees was 
philosophical about White City’s future and 
recruiting is in store to add to the quality players 
the Warriors already have such as goalkeeper 
Jonathon Lihou, Damien Stam and John Manca, 

Blue Eagles strangle-hold on playing finals 
soccer since 1992 came to an abrupt end when they 
finished 9th, which is poor compared to the high 
standards set by player/coach Zoran Karadzic in the 
mid 90's, 

The club will move from its outdated Firle 
premises to the impressive Marden Complex 
in 2000 and are set to rebuild the glory days 
of the 90's on the park. Karadzic is a shrewd 
tactician and has his eyes set on the Blue 
Eagles making up ground and strengthening 
the depth of their squad. 

Modbury Jets celebrated a welcome return 
to the premier league and managed to keep 
the relegation wolf at the door with the club 
getting desperate for points towards the end 
of the season after a poor start. 

The battle scene for the drop was set at 
Golden Grove in round 21 in front of nearly 
2000 fans as away side Para Hills needed a 
victory to stave off state league soccer in 
2000. Modbury were jubilant as they finished 
the match with a 2-0 victory and coach 
Duane Gray promised to deliver a better Jets 
in 2000. 

Para Hills Knights were sent straight back 
to the state league after one season in the 
premier league, struggling to come to terms 
with the pace, The Knights incredibly won 
promotion in 1998 from 6th place and were 


thrown into turmoil with the departure of long 
serving coach Bud Hilton. Barrie Cook took the helm 
and tried to instil confidence and morale to an 
already decimated outfit, but it was all too late. 

Olympians can finally look back at their 
disastrous 1999 season and think long and hard 
about the future direction of the club. They will be 
known as the Olympic Football Club in 2000 with a 
new venue that it can call its own. Coach Dave 
Baker who took over from George Konstandopoulos 
has a tough job ahead and has already put a 
strategy in place for the re-born club. 

The premier league 2000-season kicks off in 
February with Adelaide City and MetroStars 
remarkably promoted from the state league in their 
debut season of federation soccer, Olympic soccer 
will grace Hindmarsh Stadium in September 2000 
and all the excitement leading up to the once in a 
lifetime event should see the premier league once 
again be an intriguing race for glory. Will the club 
that has its name inscribed on the premiership 
trophy in 2000 set a precedent for South Australian 
soccer in the 21st century? 

Premier league soccer is the grass roots of our 
national league and indeed the Socceroos, so as 
Molly Meldrum always says, “Do yourself a favour,” 
go and watch the future stars of the Australian 
game.
